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APPROACHING RETURN OF THE 
COURT. 


(Daily Press, 28th May.) 

If we can believe the reports of the past 
two days with regard to the Im crial Court, 
the situation which has endured for go long 
seems at last to be coming to an end. Many 
months ago we were told that it was quite 
impossible for the Court to remain at Hsianfu 
and that that the famine in Shensi must 
infallibly drive the Imperial family and 
retinue either to Peking or else into Szechuen. 
But the predictions have been falsified, It 
is true that from native sources we have 
leariit that the Imperial table has been 
reduced to ten dishes in place of the usual 
hundred; but still the Empress Dowager 
managed to hold out, though reported to be 
very “moros.”” The unfortunate Emperor, 
of course, hai no voice in the matter. Now, 
however, our Shanghai correspondent speaks 
of the first certain indication of the Court’s 
return to Peking given in the order to the 
China Merchants’ ¢ team Navigation Com- 
pany to forward the tribute rice to ‘I ientsin 
—for transmission to the capital. This 
order, if issued with the consent of whoever 
guides the Imperial mind now, cannot be 
taken otherwise than as a proof that a 
speedy return of the Emperor to Peking is 
contemplated. ‘The propo:al attributed to 
Wana Wen-suao, that His Majesty s ould 
return by way of Nanking and Shanghai is 
certainly original, not to fay revolutionary, 
and it can hardly been wondered that the 
irascible Empress Dowager should be moved 
to fury by it. ‘The chief point, however, is 
that the Lames shall get to Peking with 
the least possible delay and end an 
intolerable situation by the only guarantee 
which can be given of a new era for China. 

‘The reactionaries who formerly ruled the 
Court, through the Impress Dowager, are 
now scattered far. ‘fhe Russian consular 
advices reported by Count von WALDERaEE 
to his Government make the situation of 
the two most prominent survivors far less 
formidable than has been imagined. General 
Tuna Foustaxe’s forces in Kansu are 
stated to be but few, and Le ig closely 
watched, by Imperial troops apparently, 
Prince Tuan, instead of being at the head 
of a considerable body of troops, is said to 
have only ten followers with him in 
Mongolia, It is to be hoped that these 
advices are correct. The presence of an 
army of men attached to either of these 
formerly powerful officials in Kansu or 
Mongolia would be a very grave element in 
the situation. If they are merely powerless 
fugitives, the outlook after the Emperor's 
return to Peking is far brighter, As 
frieudless outlaws they can be disregarded 
entirely, and the old and corrupt clique, 
Which misgoverned China for years and 
brought her to the greatest depth uf de- 
gradation she has ever known, hns no lounger 
a rallying-point.

lands. The jealousy of the Manchurian 
Government at Peking working on the super- . 
stitions of the people has been successful 
throughout the whole of the Empire in 
suppressing all mining undustry, so that 
China from being a mineral exporting 
country has under the misgovernment of 
her presenc rulers become dependent for 
her supplies of the metals, precious and 
otherwise, on foreign imports. Such was 
not always the case, and along this very 
extensive tract of country there are many 
localities with remains of very extensive 
mining operations, which seem to have been 
vigourously conducted even as late as the 
timeésof the later Minas. Even more effective 
than the direct action of the Government 
in forbidding the working of the mines on 
any practicalecale has been its indirect action 
in setting up a huge bureaucracy whose 
private peculations are far more effective in 
repressiug industry than the legal prohibi- 
tion, which after all is a thing that 
in China can at all times be surmounted by 
a little judicious palmistry, Mining on any 
productive scale, however, requires the 
expenditure of capital in plant and perma. 
nent works, and these afford too tempting a 
bait to the official bureaucracy to be 
neglected. The central government which, 
since at least the Manchu occupation, 
ever has affected any control over its 
provincial satraps, is both unable and 
unwilling to interfere with the internal 
administration, ond leaves all details of 
finance and adwinistration to the Official on 
the spot ; while the system of short tenure, 
coupled with the rule that no official can 
hold office in his.own country, compels each 
occupant to make as much out of it ag 
possible during his term of occupancy. 
Unfortunately the development of a practi- 
cal mining echeme occupies more time than 
the tenure of office of the individual in 
office. He sees capital being daily expended 
under his eyes; Lut from all this he defines 
no bencfit, while he has to meet the at all 
limes heavy engagements under which he 
was nppoiuted. ‘fo a man under these 
circumstance the thought that to ‘bis 
successor, not himself, will come the profit 
is tantalising in the extreme; and this alone, . 
were there no other cause, would suffice. to 
make him an enemy. Now there is no

There is 
really no geographical liwit between these 
districts and China proper. Though nomin- 
ally subject to China, China during the last 
two thousand years, has been more frequently 
the inferior than the dominant power. 
Some two and a half centuries during the 
- Haw; less than two hundred years during 
the ‘Tana, and a couple of hundred during 
the earlier Sune, with, of course, the 
commencement of the Mixa, have been the 
only periods during which China as a 
pewer really exercised control over the 
- regions. For the rest of the time she has 
been mainly dominated by them. The 
- Power in fact that held Mong+lia or Man- 
churia has gene:ally dominated the rich 
plains of China proper; and in suiiccession 
‘Turks, Kitans, Nuchens and Manchus 
have been the rulers of North China rather 
than its own original settlers. Still at times 
the fact‘that the Chinese power when it 
had the opportunity of regenerating itself, 
has been able to reassert itself is the lesson 
we have to learn from history. There is 
no feason why a race that has the sense to 
preserve itself from the enervating influence 
of women aud eunuchs should not continue 
to flourish as at the beginuing. If his 
friends, instead of fastening ou him the 
ycke of the eunuchs and their associates, 
were to assist the young Emperor in his 
efforts to get rid of the degraded crew by 
whom he is surrounded, and permit him to 
throw himself on the good offices of his 
people at large, the cause of progress and 
civilisation, and the integrity of the Empire 
would be fay more eXectually helped than 
by the present purposeless conduct of the 
allies in North China.

THE MISSIONARY TROUBLES 
AND A PROPOSED CURE.

The Viceroy of Chibli has requested that. 

the Rev. [Trmotay Ricwarps shall remain - 
at Peking to formulate a set of regulations 
to obviate any fitture missionary troubles 
in China, and it. is a great testimony to this 
nble missionary that he has inspired ‘the 
Chinese with such confidence as to draw 
this proposal from Li Hune-cuane. . Nor 
is it possible, if the problem can be solved 
in such a manner, that a better choice could 
have been made. Mr. RicHagps is known 
to the European residents all: over China 
and to a very great number of natives as 


washing absolutely necessary to enable 
people to keep their houses clean. In fact 
he thought it would make the houses look 
more uncleanly, more dirty, and would 
cause “a good deal of trouble and ex;-ense 
to the inmates.” Messrs. J. THURBURN 
and Wer A Yux supported him, and the 
Council unanimously decided not to approve 
of the Bye-law. 

As far as we know, ‘the villages of 
Stanley and Aplichau have so far escaped 
from plague this year. At Shaukiwan there 
have been nine cases, at Quarry Bay 
five, and at Aberdeen two. We shall be 
told, of course, that it ig a case of post hoc, 
non ergo propter hoc. . The poor villagers, it 
is true, have died, but this is much cheaper 


than if they or the house-owners had been 
compelled to limewash the houses once in 
six months. TLimewashing, we know, does 
not prevent plague, but dirt encourages it. 
Still, if the poor villagers like to be dirty 
and help to spread plague, it would be 
tyrannical to make tlem clean out their 
dwellings—hovels, some one called them at 
the Sanitary Board—as often as twice a 
vear, And this is the wisdom of the 
Legislative Council, official and unofficial 
members alike !

HONGKONG SANITARY BOARD... 
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BEACONSFIELD ARCADE TO BE CLOSED. 

A special meeting of the Sanitary Board was 
held on Saturday, the 24th ult, to consider the 
advisabilily of closing the premises known as 
Baaconsfield Arcade during the prevalence of 
the present, epidemic of bubonio plague in the - 
city. The President (Hon. W. Chatham, 
Acting Director of Public Works) ocoupied the 
chair, and the other members present were Dr. 
Bell (Principal Civil Medical Officer), Dr. Clark 
(Medical Officer of Health), Lt.-Col. Hughos, 
R.A.M.(., Mr. BE. Osborne, Mr. Fang Wa 
Chuen, Mr. Chan A Fook, and Mr. GA. 
Woodcock (Secretary). 

On the motion of the PresipENT, the stand- 
ing orders were suspended. . te 

The following report by Dr. CLarx, which 
had been circulated, was submitted :— 

“Thave the honour to report that another 
European case of bubonic plague has occurred 
in Beaconsfield Arcade to-day; this makes a 
total of five Europeans and three (-hinese cases 
from this block of buildings, and. I beg to.re- 
commend that the Board should consider the 
advisability of closing these premises as -unfit 
for human habitation during the prevalence 
I am_ inclined: to 
think that the large quantity of grain .and 
other foodstuffs stored on the Parade Ground 
must have attracted o large number of rats 
to the neighbourhood. and that these rats have 
infected the buildings in the immediate vicinily. 
A number of dead rats have been recently - 
found in the City Hall, but I have no informa- 
tion ag to whother any have been found at. 
Murray Barracks. I attach the necessary 
cortificate. I recommend that a special meot- 
ing of the Board should be called for noon 
to-morrow to consider this question.” -.. . -

. _ Dr. Bett—How about the tailor's shop? 

That place seems to mo to ho a mass of plague 
from one end to the other. I should be inclined 
to shut the place up entirely. If coolies are to 
be allowed there all day, squatting about, they 
are as much likely to get the infection as if thev 
were thore all night too. I should be in favour 
of shutting the whole place up, and clearing 
everybody out 
- Mr. OsBorne—Could we close up the back 
premises and just leave open the shops ? 

Mr. Fung Wa Cuvuen-—Have there been 
plague cases in everyone of these houses ? 

Dr. CLazK—No. There are fourteen houses, 

but they all communicate. 
- Mr. OsBporne—It will ba a very serious 
matter for those psople living in Beaconsfield 
Arcade and carrying on business there if we 
@ose up the wholo place entirely. Although I 
quite believe in drastic measures where there are 
great evils, I think we should perhaps do better 
if we were to close tie place only between the 
hours of sunrise and sunset, and if possible the 
whole of the back quarters, leaving open only 
the front quarters, where light and air can 
enter, so that p ople could still carry on ther 
business. Those who ara wise will clear cut of 
their own accord. Then, if we found there ware 
any more cases of plague after these measures 
had been enfore.d, say for three or four days, we 
might close tha place entirely. I would move 
as a resolution that the whole of the premises 
be declared unfit for human habitation, and that 
the whole of the back quarters and the Chinese 
tailor shop ba closed at onca, but that, in the 
meantime, if no more cases of plague occur; 
people carrying on business there may continue 
to'do go, until a further case of plague arise, 
between the hours of sunrise and sunset. 

- Dr. CLABK—Onr statistics this year show 
that, amongst the Chinese female cases, a heavy 
mortality occurred among seamstresses. 

-Mr. OSBORNK—Were any of those cases out 
of that tailor’s shop + 
Dr. CL RBK—Not that we know of. 

Mr. Fusa Wa CHUEN thought the tailor's 
shop should be closed because of people getting 
clothes from it. 

The PRrsIDENT—It seams to me to put 
these people in a very awkward position. They 
may be desirous of going in order to protect 
themselves, and, unless we declare the place 
closed, they may be liable to pay rent. It is 
a-hardship for these people to be compelled to 
move their business in this summary fashion. 
but, on the other hand, they will probably be 
able to find other premises, and they would be 
relieved of any further responsibility in con- 
nection with the present premises.

| CHINESE OPEN AIR THEATBICALS t TOPPED, 
Mr. Osporne—In accordance with notice, I 
i} 


beg to move that the Government be asked not 
to give permission to Chinese to hold open-air 
or mat-shed theatrical performances during 
epidemics of plague. I believe that, at the 
present moment, there is more than one hagu 
mat-shed theatre at Yaumati. and others in 
other parts of the Colony, and I think there are 
some in the city. I believe that those in the 
ity close somewhere about midnight, but those 
at Yaumati, I believe, continue throuchont the 
whole night. They are attended by thousands 
of Chinese. many of them of a very undesirable 
class, the riff-raif of fhe community, and also 
bya large proportion of young people, who 
but for these theatres would probably be simply 
taking an evening walk, or. perhaps, asleep 
in their homes. We know from experience 
that these large accumulations of people 
generally end ‘nan early outbreak of plague, 
and, for that reason, the Government stop- 
ped the Chinese from ceming to Hongkong 
froat Canton and the surrounding country to 
our races, and ib was geuerally balieved, and I 
think rightly believed, that that measure staved 
off present and previous outbreaks of plague, 
What holds good for the races also holds good 
for theatrical performances. Amongst these 
thousands are bound to be mariy, some at all 
events, who haya either tho plagua on them or 
whose clothing is infected with plague, and I 
think we should ask the Government to prt a 
stop, as far as possible during plague epidemics, 
to any large gathering of Chinese people. It 
will, perhaps. more than anything else bring it 
home to these people what p'ague mesns iu this 
Colony when they find that their amusements 
are stopped. I would not give that as a reason 
for doing it, but I think that where a large 
number of otherwise healthy people intermix 
with unhealthy people, cases of disease are 
bound to occur, and I think these performances 
should be stopped. 
Tho Presipext—With regard to Yauma‘i, 
i I am aware of one such place there, and notice

A new shed and 
annexes for the disinfecting staff at Caine Road 
were nls> neaded, and that would cost about 
$8,000. Thea Board must-also considor what 
was to be done in regard to Kowloon City, 
which wai now under their control; either an 
inspector of nuisances must be engaged for 
that district, or the same arrangement made 
which now obtained in the villages of Hongkong, 
namely, that the police officer in charge be paid 
$15 a month for sanitary duties. The pay of 
the engineor at the disinfecting station was 
only $18 a month, and consequently he 
was not an engineer, whereas one was 
necessary, and he (Dr. Clark) would 
suggest therefore that a Chincso engineor 
be obtained at 835 a month, and that, in lieu of 
the watchman who now got $9 a month, they 
should have a stoker at $12 2. month. Ho 
might add that the present watchman was 
leaving on account of inadequata pay. Three 
more spray machines were also required, 
with extra fittings, and these would cost 
about 8500. 

The President minuted that the proposals 
were practically to spend $26,700 on new 
disinfecting apparatus. 

The Hon. F, H, May minute: :—* These pro- 
posals should have been put forward earlier in 
the year.” 

Dr. Clark :—‘I fail to see why; the estimates 
are now being prepared and do not go home 
until nearly the end of the year” 

THE REFUSE DESTRUCTOR. \ 

Tho PResipent said it was agreed in Febru- 
ary that the consideratien of the report should 
be deferred till the estimates for next year were 
under consideration. That time was now 
approaching, and the question for the Board was 
to make a recommendation with regard to it. 
The circumstances had not altered, and it only, 
remained for the Board to say what aston 
should be taken in the matter. - 

Mr. OsBoRNE rose and begged to propose 
that the Government be asked to redeem its 
promise, and give them the refuse-destructor, 
notwithstanding what the committee had said 
in their report.

On the second motion, that of recommending 
the Government to utilise all the fresh water 
which. ran to waste in the trained and un-trained 
nwiahs of the sity by building dams and form- 
ing tanks fer the automatic flushing of the 
sewors and water drains, Dr. CLaRx said they 
must take to heart the importunate widow. The. 
recommendation, which he now brought be- 
fore them, was made by Mr. Osbert Chad- 
wick in 1882, in a report which was present- 
ed to both Houses of Parliament by com. 
mand of Her late Majesty. Previous to this 
report the late Dr. Ayres, Colonial Surgeon, 
had, in 1875, submitted a similar report on 
the sanitary condition of the Colony, but. 
unfortunately, he appeared to have very 
soon lost heart and given up the struggle. 
What the Sanitary Board must do, Dr. 
Clark contended, was to importune for these 
sanitary reforms, which had been pointed 
out over and over again during these past 
five and twenty years. As un illustration 
of what he meant, he might tell the Board 
that Mr. Chadwick, who was sent as Sanitary 
‘Commissioner to consider the sanitary con- 
dition of the Colony, made the following 
recommendations, He recommended thai 
continuous back alleys should be insisted 
upon. They had not got that yet in this 
Colony. He recommended that six handred 
cubic feet of air space per head should be 
required in all rooms sub-divided by cubi- 
cles..- The present law only required four 
hundred. He recommended ‘that the ground 
surfaces of all dwellings should be conereted. 
This was not required until after the great 
epidemic of 1894. He recommended tho 
forniation of an improvement fund to carry out 
larger sanitary schomes, such as the purchase 
of insanitary properties and their demolition, 
and the acquisition of all privately owned pub- 
lic latrines. A similar scheme was recom- 
mended by the Board, on the initiation of the 
Vice-President a year or two ago. He recom- 
mended the erection of model’ dwellings. The 
Board hag this matter again before them now. 
He recommended that alt: roads and drains 
should be prepared before any building lots 
were sold. The speaker (Dr. Clark) fancied 
that the residents of Conduit Road might have 
something to say on this subject. He recom- 
mended flushing tanks for sewers to be filled 
by the flow. in the nullahs should be erected. 
This. was the subject matter of the present 
resolution. He recommended that all existing 
public latrines should be acquired by Govern- 
ment. and be completely reconstructed and 
greatly increased.: The increase in number 
was practically commenced last year.

His resolution was only 
a repetition of Mr Chadwick's recommendation. 
The sewers and drains of the City were most: 
offensive. Ho thought they would alt admit 
that, and he suggested that it was quite possible 
that the Reclamation scheme had had something 
to do with this. The sowers ond drains ought 
{o be flushed, and the large quantities of water 
that ran to waste down the hillside and down 
the nullahs ought to be utilised to a large 
extent for this purpose. 

The PRESIDENT pointed out that there were 
great difficulties in the way, as the time of 
flushing was during the dry season, and it 
would be useless for them to make provisions 
for flushing during the wet season. The 
streams that could be utilised in the dry season 
were few and comparatively small, and,: of 
course, there was always the difficulty of 
multiplying the number of the drains, which 
would in the ordinary way be conveyed from 
the different points to the different inlets to 
the drainage system. 

The Hon. F. H. May thought that the 
observation of the Medical Officer of Health 
was more or less an indictment against the 
Government, at least it might be interpretéd as 
such. As a result of these reports by Mr, 
,Chadwick,.a tremendously drastic measure was 
drafted, known as the Public Health Bill, 1887, 
If that measure, the original draft of which he 
perused some time ago, had been adopted, the 
Colony would have been in a better position 
to-day than it was, and in a better position than 
it would be for some time to come. If they 
referred to the proceedings of the Legislative 
Council, they would find that it was emaseu- 
lated by tho opposition of unofficial members 
of the Council, backed, he had no doubt, 
by public opinion outside, who thought that 
watters were going a little too far. After the 


plague epidemio of 1894, when it was desired to‘ 


increase the Sanitary legislation, they had the 
Closing of Houses and Insanitary Property 
Act of 1894. The backbone was taken out of 
that Bill, in the Legislative Council, also by the 
unofficial members. In both these bills there 
were stringent provisions to restriot the height 
of honses, and everybody who knew the City 
knew that its greatest curse was its surface 
crowding.

JAPAN'S COLONIAL VENTURE. 


[FROM A SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT.) 

“- Anping, Formosa, 20th May. 
THE CHANGE IN FORMORAN TEADE. . 
Japan is learning in Formosa that it is not 
all fun and profit to run a: colony. How well 
the lesson may bave been impressed is probably 
known on:y in the imperial councils in Tokyo, 
which may be regarded also as the sole repori- : 
tory of plans for the future. The policy of ie 
turning to Japanese account all the resotrces — oe 


previously existing that those who ffourished a 
under such conditions naturally view the situa- ; 
tion with some bias, Camphor and opium have 
been taken in hand on governthent account, the 
tea exports are moving toward- home channels, 
there will be little left for the foreignors to do 
in sugar in a few years, and subsidics to a 
Japanese steamship lina have niake rivalry in. 
ecean business impossible. Foreign houses 
that could maintsin brauches here in an open 
field cannot stand competition with a govern- 
ment, and more than half of them have moved 
away. The exedus of Chinese capital has been 
general, in addition to the emigration of fully 
50,000 people whose places have been taken, 
but not filled, by 20,000 Japanese at un outside 
estimate, of whom more than half are women. 
Although never worked as it might be, Formosa 
under Chinese control was always a profitable 
possession. There has been no productive 
development since the Japanese got it, and the 
annual deficiency has varied from $300,000 to 
STOO: No improvement in this respect is in 
sight. 
RELUCTANT CAPITAL. 

Considoring all that the government would 
do for its people, there is a noteworthy reluo- 
tance on the part of Japanese capital to embark 
in Formosan enterprise. Whether or tiot faith 
and investment may come in time, capital seoms 
content just now to let the government bear 
all the burdens of development. The railroad 
which ia to bring the two ends of the island 
within reach of each other by casy travel, 
instead of by the tedious and precarious means 
so far employed, is in course of construction 
with money voted by the Imperial Diet. It 
will not be built with the sum appropriated, 
28,000,000 yen, but it may cost 45,000,000 yen, 
or approximately 24,500,000. When completed 
it Will make accessible 230 miles of territory 
most of which is not now to be visited by any 
expeditious means, and it will afford the largest 
opportunity for practical tests of the storied 
oe of Formosan soil for a great variety 
of products that can be well marketed. 

GOVERNMENT ENCOUNAGEMENT.

The perfume issuing thorefrom is too 
good even for the rats.: Unless the defects be 
remedied at no distant date, {hose in charge 
of our sanitation may talk themselves hoarse 
and sit down to frame Phage after bye-laws 
to no practical good in the end. 

The question of overcrowding is also impor- 
tant, ond deserves early attention. Bat 


the ambulance, naturally with strong smells, 
carried by two stoical coolies who have no com. 
punoction in throwing you down tho moment 
they feel tired, is in itself sufficient to make a 
sound body sick. 

Such measures are not only detrimental ‘to 
the welfare of the pationt himself but also 
injurious t» the public health, for instead of 
checking the spread of the disease, they help 
it. They have been in forca for the last seven 
years. Have they done any good? Abundant 
scares and irritatioa have boon caused unnecess- 
arily. It istrue wa have ssant respeot for others’ 
feelings, but it is tims that we should have them 
modified, 

At the present moment, there is an outcry 
for municipal freedom. What has again 
revived this assertion of right?

A FORMER PLAGUE PATIENT.

S1r,—I have again to call the attention of 
the proper authorities, through your columns, 
to the most objectionable way of bringing 
ecrpses to the Central Police Station at the 
side gate leading to the Old Bailey street 
Yesterday the body of a child was carried in 8 
basket and placed at the foot of the gate (as i- 
usually done); later on, it was put in the deada 
box and taken away, and the basket was allowed 
to bo shifted in a corner facing the late “ Yau 
Foon’s” barber shop, where it still lies untouched 
for somebody to remove it! 

Another case this morning.—A child's corpse 
was also taken to the sams gate, and after its 
identification it was wrapped up ina mat, tied 
up, hung with a piece of rope and taken away 
by a coolie, asif it ware a piece of mutton or 
beef brought from the market, without being 
provided with a coffin or placed in a dead-box.

May himself make an inspection of the place 
alluded to and take the matter in hand, or 
else pisca a spzcial sentry on duty to 
look after this continual nuisance that annoys 
so much the passers-by? A public appeal 
cannot be passed unnoticed by the Government, 
and H.E. the Governor will, no doubt, 
investigate this serious ill-practice going on in 
the centre of the town and causa it to be stopped 
altogether. 

In a thoroughfare so much frequented as the 
Old Bailey, this obnoxious practice should never 
be allowed to take place. Proper European 
supervision should deal with this matter, and 
not leave it at the discretion of coolies and 
lukongs. If Hongkong does not know how to 
carry on with decency the burisl of corpses, 
let the Municipality of Macao give them 
lessons. A Municipal Chamber is a necessity

This objectionable 
practice of carrying rubbish and dirty clothes, 
old furniture, etc, etc. to be burnt in the 
centre of the town and ina public thoroughfare 
is most reproachable in a civilised town like 
Hongkong. Why do not we follow the example 
of Macao, where this rubbish is burnt in 
an unfrequented place out of town, and pro- 
perly supervised by o nunicipal police, to 
prevent the coolies carrying away what they 
like # . : 
Another abominable practice that is carried 
on here in Hongkong, to my great surprise, is 
the exposure of the belongings in the public 
streets from the plague-stricken houses, lying 
for hours without any European supervision, 
and not having them removed at once to the 
proper quarters. Who is to look after these 
affairs?

Sm,—As an old resident in Hongkong, I 
think I can olaim the privilege of making some 
suggestions as to the sanitation of the Colony, 
in which plague is fast increasing and threatan- 
ing lifes of not only the filthy Chinese, but _ 
the cleanly European in the centre of. the town. 
In the neighbouring Colony of Macao, the 
finances of which are in no way comparable 
with those of Hongkong, the moasures and 
precautions taken agsinst the spreading «of 
lagae, although not entirely. snocessfal, are 
anyhow checking its progre s to some extent. 
In Macao the drains and gutters of the whole 
town are daily being washed with salt water 
pumped from the sea, and buckete of tar and 
sulphur are daily burnt and taken round the 
town by coolies accompanied by Government 
employees with instractions to call and stay .o 
few mixutes ‘in ‘any house whenever they are 
requested to’ do so. Could the Government 
not do thé same here in Hongkong P _,if not, I 
would certainly suggest that the Sanitary Board 
should order the washing of the streets and 
gutters by tmping sea-water ; and the Govern- 
ment should order’ the public, at ¢ given signal, 
' tar ‘and sulphur 
or any other thing that the Government may 
direct—this to be done simultaneously, so that 
the whole town may be at the same moment 
covered with disinfecting smoke, and this order 
to be enforced by heavy fine if not obeyed. 
I should eay that if ench steps do not conquor 
this, our bitterest foe, they will at least moderate 
it to some extent.— Yours, eto., ;

- the Empire, and “its selection should promote 
not only the trade, but also the political stability 
and civilisation of the whole Empire. He then 
praceeiee to Peking via Kiafeugfu and the 
ellow River. A brief description of Tientsin is 
given, and a chapter is devoted to life in the 
Legation before, of course, the Boxer rebellion. 
“ Life,” says the author, “ however, insids the 
high walls of the Legation, with its broad 
lawns and a comparatively pure atmosphere, 
was far more supportable than outside in tho 
‘dusty malodorous streets. The curse of Peking 
is that it is absolutely impossible to avoid the 
foul sights and smells that infest it and make 
.. it superlatively disgusting even for China. The 
European eye may perhaps become more or less 
eallous after years of education, but the Euro- 
ean nose never.” An account of a visit to the 
sungli Yamen is an amusing, and we should 
imagine, an accurate description of a monotonous 
function. The author touches on the question of 
native Christians, and remarks “that anyone who 
in the recent sieges of the foreign quarters in 
Peking and Tientsin saw the thousands of 
natives that stuck to their new faith, who read 
of the thousands that were martyred for it in 
the provinces, can hardly question their honesty 
and single-heartedness.” Of course it must be 
recognised that the Christians were fighting for 
their lives, knowing well the fate which awaited 
asurrender, It is interesting to note that the 
author differs from not a few of our consuls 
in China in the attitude towards the Chinese 
official He thinks “conciliation, as in all 
Asiatic countries, isa bad way of converting 
these opinions: the logical faculty vf the 
Chinese is not such as to grasp its objects or 
its advantages: they understand the iron hand 
much better than the velvet glove. So that 
generally speaking utility is better served hy 
meeting the insolent and arbitrary mandarin 
with his own weapons and on his owm ground.” 
The author's description cf his trip across 
Manchuria is very interesting. He thinks that 
“ Harbin, the great Russian colony and railway 
junction that has sprang up in the last two years 
in the very heart of Manchuria, will without 
doubt goon: attract all the trade and lab ur 
of the three provincas.” The same town “in 
the opinion of many” is destined “to be not 
only the commercial focus of Manchuria but 
also the political and administrative capital of 
North-Eastern Asia, already—in two years 
from the date of its biith, for Lefore that it 
was a nameléss hamlet—it has grown into a 
thriving town with ten thousand inhabitants 
and its population augments every month.” 
The author then relates his experiences during 
his travels through Eastern Siberia, Corea, 
and “Western Szechuen. He gives a most 
graphic account of Admiral Seymour's ex- 
pedition to Peking, and the relief of that 
expedition was effected through the bravery of 
Mr. Bigham’s “ boy.” When all cther efforts 
of obtaining communication with the forzign 
troops at Tinntsin had failed, the author 
relates tho story of the Chinese “boy's” 
splendid gallantry. It is worth giving in full. 
“JT sent in my Chinese servant with a cipher 
Message from the Admiral to the Consu!, which 
he was to eat if caught. Le swam the river 
in the early morning and went alone on his 
perilous way.. By the exercise of considerable 
ingenuity and fio little pluck, he managed to 
get through in the course of the day and to 
perform his task, though he was ‘first cauzht 
ted: by the Boxers, and again 
later on by the Imperial troops, both df whom 
he saaceol ed in outwitting. Arriving late in 
the evening in the native city, he cautiously 
began to enquire how the ‘foreign devils’ were 
in the settlement, and was told that nearly all 
wore dead or had fled. Gradually making his 
way towards it, he got into a deserted zone of 
houses, and soon after came on the French ont-

Secretary Long has cabled instructions from 
Washington to Admiral Remey authorising 
hit to enlist five hundred Filipinos, principally 
for service as firemen and coal-passers on the 
small gunbonts which are now doing river and 
coast sorvice in the Philippines.

ment of natives, who are better able to vith.

American stokers who have frequently become 
disabled and had to be invalided to the Naval 
Hospital at Yokohama, 

A New York despatch, dated the 27th April, 
says :—Captain J. F. Merry, who was President 
of the Naval Board which went to Guam to 
select a sile for a naval station, and to prepare 
a plan for the improvement of the harbour and 
the location of a town on its shores, is on his 
way back to his station at Honolulu, and will 
submit his report from that point. As soon as 
possible after his return he will enter into 
negotiations with the owners of land at Pearl 
Harbonr for its sale to the United States. The 
recent nacal appropriation law appropriated 
$150,000 for the purchase of land. 

The Commander of a certain foreign shi 
a naval doctor of the same ship, who bad teen 
taking photographs in the port of Nagasaki, 
were sentenced to imprisonment for six months 
each by default at the Nagasaki Chiho Saibansho, 
and warrants for their arrest have been issued. 
This is the first occasion on which foreigners 
of importance have been sentenced to imprison- 
ment in Nagasaki since the new treaty came 
into force, and the foreign Consuls are reported 
to be watching developments. It is stated that 
the vessel with the accused will arrive in 
Nagasaki shortly. The Kobe Herald learns 
that the vessel in question is not a warship, but 
a vessel of the Russian volunteer fleet. 

The Rev. Timothy Richard has arrived, 
writes a Peking correspondent of the Mercury 
on the 20th ult., and is negotiating with the 
Plenipotentiaries. “ For the present he will not 
go to Shansi. It is possible to conduct indemity 
negotiations with advantage in Peking. The 
common desire of the missionary boards is to 
make careful estimates, neither above nor below 
the actual value of the burnt property, but the 
price of building materials is much higher than 
it was when the burnt houses were erected. 
This will necessarily tend to raise somewhat the 
amount of the indemnity claims. The universal 
feeling among the missionaries is to deal fairly 
with the Chinese Government.’ Mr. Richard 
has wired to Mr. J. W. Stevenson, Director of the 
China Inland Mission, that the Shansi Governor 
has given Tis. 40,000 for the benefit of the 
native Protestants, and that an escort has been 
provided by the Governor for a party to proceed 
to Shansi.
